says be believes that nine out of every 
ten Kepnblicans iu the West ate in fa- 
vor of Elaine's lerjominntion. Ei-Sen- 
ator Henry G. Davis, oi West Virginia, 
father-in-law to Steve Elkics, says that 
through his spectacles Mr. Elaine is 
really the only Republican candidate iu 
sight. Congressman William HcKin- 
ley, of Ohio, about a month ago said to 
the writer that while he waa an ardent 
admirer of Blnine he did not think the 
people favored it, nor did he think there 
would be any effort to renominate 
Blaine, In his office in Columbus, 
Ohio, about three weeks ago, Governor 
Porakcr said thut he did not believe 
Blaine would again be a candidata for 
the Presidency. The Governor express- 
ed himself aH of the opinion that Jobu 
Sherman would be in tha lead, going 
into the convention this time as he cer- 
tainly vronld with Ohio solid for him, 
The writer said to the Governor that his 
[Foraker'sl name, since his defeat of 
Hoadly had frequently been mentioned 
in the western papers as a possible 
Presidential candidate. He replied that 
his own candidacy was ont of the 
nes- 


tion. He believed that either Blaine or 
Shermiirj, or whoever the Republican 
convention should name, would be over- 
whelmingly endorsed by the people as 
the bi.eceosor of Cleveland.

Every nook and 
corner of the far West hai been pretty 
thoroughly prospected. 
The famous 


Comstock, that soared Bismarck into 
silver demonetization in 1871, has been 
pierced at two points to a depth of over 
3,150 feet below the surface witbont dis- 
covering any large ore-paying bodj. 
Its ores are cow low grade in character, 
scarcely paying the cost of extraction 
and redaction. 


The output of the whole State of Ne- 


vada in 1884 was only five millions. 
Dnring the previous twenty years the 
Comstock alone added to the wealth of 
the world more than $150,000,000 in sil- 
ver, which helped to miike resumption 
of specie payment possible. 


There never was bat ore Potosi. 


There never waa bnt one Comstock, and 
it is extremely doubtful if there ever 
•will be another. The silver product of 
the world tor the year 1881 was only 
$115,000,000. Nearly half that amount 
is annnnlly consumed by India and 
China. Hence the "ceaseless stream" 
exists in the imagination only. The 
prodno', in Mexico nod Pfrn is declining 
and there is no alarming increase io any 
other quarter. No monometalhst lives 
that can point out the location of the 
aonrce of a threatening strpam of silver. 
If the "ceaseless stream" ever begins to I 
flow in a volume so mighty as to threat-! 
fn financial disaster, it will be then 
time enough tc construct legal barriers 
against the iuundittion.
